CUROWSKI.

The Chevaller—Statesman—~Pollitician—
Hig) Cnrions Career and Remarkable
Becentricitios—The Odd Man of His Age.
The late Count Gurowsk| came to this conntry

from France in November, 1849, and reslded at

first in New York, He made his appenranoe st

Boston, I think, in the latter part of 1850, and,

being woll introfluced by letters from men of

note in Paris, was received with attention In
tho highest circles of soolely. Among his
friends at this period wore Prescott, Ticknor,

Longfellow, Lowall, Parker, Sumner, Felton,

und Everett—the Jast named of whom was thon

President of Harvard University, The secentric

Appesrance and clharacter of the Count, of

course, exated onrioslty, and gave rise to many

idle rumors, the most popular of which declared
him to be a Russian spy, though what there was
to spy In this country, where everything L pihie
lished In the newspapers, or what the Czar
expected to learn from such an negent, nobody
undertook to explain, The phrase was woon-
venlent one, and, ke meny others equally
senseless, was currently adoptad booiuse ¢
teemed to expluin the iocomprehensible: and
certainly, to the multitude, no man was over
less intellible than Gurowski.

To those, however, who cared for pre-
clse foformation, the French and German

status,  From anuthentic sources it was soon
learned that he was the head of a distinguished
noble fumly of Poland; that he was born in
1805, and woed teken partin the great insurree-
tion ol 1831 against the Russians, for which he
had been condumned to death, while his estutos
were (contirea ed and assigned o w younger
hrother, who had remained loyal to the Czar,
1t was k
found reluge, he had been o special favorite of
Lalayette and of the leading republicans, and
an active member of the Polish Revolutionary
Committee, ull, in 1535, he published *'La Verit o
~ur la Russie,” in which work he malntalned
that the interests of
othier Slavie conniries would be promoted by
wosorption into the Russian empire, and union
| under the Rossiun Czar, This book drew upou
him the indignumt denunciation of his country-
wen, who regqarded it a3 a betrayal of their
canse, and led to the revoeation of his sentence
ol dedath, aod to an invitation to enter the sne-
vice of Nicuolas. He accordingly went to St.
Petersbure in 1836, woere his sister had long
resided, personatly atmached to the Em-
préss, and in high favor at the imperial
court, He was employed at  frst o
the private chancery ot the Fmperor, and
wferwards  in the Departmeut of  Pablie

duced varlous weasures tending to Rassianize
| mstiutions, He sesms tor some years to have
boen in tavor, and on the wizh rond to power
aod distinetion,
St. Petersburg «soretly, and took refuge at the
court of Berlin. He was pursued, and bis ex-
tradinon demanded of the Prussinng Govern-
ment. What his offense was 1 have™ nover
learned, but can resoily sappose that 6 was
only i oo Iree use ot hig tongae, which wis at
ull tlmes ancontroliuble, ana was always 1o-
volving him 1o ditlicultics wherever he resided.
He was quite as likely to contradiet anl
sniub the Ozar as readily a< he would the
mennest. peasant, and, for that matter, even
more readily, Hs flight from Russin caused a
zood deal of disoussion in the Continental ne ws-
papere, and it 18 certain that for some redson
ur other strong hod pertinacious efforts were

delivered up. The Czar had at that time great
influence over the Court of Berlin, and (iu-
rowski was at leneth Prlvamly requested by the
Prussian Government, In a (riendly way, 10
relieve them of embarassment by withdrawing
irom the kingdom, He accordingly went to
Heidelberg, and alterwards to Munich, and for
two years supscquently was a Lecturer on
Political Economy at the University of Berne,
in Switzeriand. At a leter period he visitea
Italy, and for s year previous to his avrival fi

made about his contiscated estates by which his

streel, uearly opposite the College Library. In
Junvary, 1861, he gave, at President Evierott's
house, a course of lectures upou Roman jori-—
pradence, ot which 1 have preserved the fol.

The lectures were not successfal, belng
attended by only twenty or thirty persons, who
did pot find them very interesting.

But even if the subject had been” interesting m
itself, Gurowekl's imperfect pronunciation of
our Inngunage at that time would have ured
his failure as a lecturer, He had @ copions
stock of English word= at command; but as he
bad lenrned the languuge almost wholly from
books, his accent was so strongly foreign  that
few persons could understand him ot first,
exerpl those ol quick apprfhension snd some
knowledge of the French sud German wloms
which he habltoally us.d

The favor with which G urowski had been re-
celved in the bigh eircles of Boston socioty soon
evaporated. as his taulis of teaiper and of man-
ner, and his rough enugisms on men and affairs,
begnn 10 be telt. Mussachusetis was then in the
midat of the great conseryative and pro-slavery
reaction of 1850, and Gurowski's dopmatie radi-
cilism was not ealenlated to recommend bim to
the rullog influences in politics, literature, or
‘ociety. He denonnced ‘with vehemence, and
without stint or qualification, slavery and \ts
Northern supporters. Nothing could silenoe
bim, nobody could put him down, It was in
vain toappeal to Mr, Webster, then at the hoteht
of his reputation s a Union snver and preat
Constitutional expounder. “What.do I eare for
Mr. Webster,” he snid on some ocossion when

the high circles of Beacon street, and the detdm
of the great expounder had been triumphantly
uppesled o, "1 ean read the Constitution as
well us Mr, Webster.,”  “But surely, Count, you
would not presumg to dispute Mr, Wepster's
opimion on a queftion of constitotionnl law ™
“And why vot? replied Gurowski, in "high
wrath, nud in his loudest tones,  **1 tell you 1
can read the Constitation ns well as Mr, G o wr,
#ud I say that the Fogitive Slave law i€ uncon:

which you will all soon be ashamed, Itasn die-
grace to humanity and to yonr republicanism, snd
Mr. Webster should be bung for advocating it, He
is & humbue or an ass,” continugd the Count,
his wrath wing fiercer as he poured it ovt—

Hungary: and in a short time Gurowski was
loaming with rage, sod forually chaltenged

the Professor to settle the dispute with

louudéd at the iden of any gentleman’s refusing
s0 ressonable 8 proposition, abrhiptly retraated,
asking me to £0 with him, as he snid he wished
to consuit me: 1o whick request 1 pgsented very
willingly, for wy curlosity wus o good den) ex-
cited by his strange uppearance wnd evidently

He walkel along io silency, and we soon
